She received the B.A. in psychology from Ohio University and her Ph.D. in 
clinical and child psychology from Yale University in 1951.

Baum, was professor of mathematics at Oberlin until his retirement, after 29 years of 
teaching, in 1982. She has three daughters.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


FREDERICK S. CROSS, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 

Frederick S. Cross °42, one of the first-generation of open-heart surgeons, is also 
among its pioneers. He co-developed the Kay-Cross Rotating Disk Oxygenator— 
commonly known as the heart-lung machine—used on the earliest successful open- 
heart surgery performed in the Midwest, at Cleveland’s St. Vincent Charity Hospitals, 
in 1956. Before the invention of this machine, surgeons were not able to open the 
chambers of a living heart—brain death from a lack of oxygen during the procedure 
was a serious threat. The Kay-Cross pump oxygenator assumed the duties of the heart 
and the lungs, thus revolutionizing cardiac surgery. 

Dr. Cross also contributed to the development of artificial heart valves. The 
Cross-Jones caged lens mitral valve was one of the first low-profile valves to be 
used in the replacement of damaged valves in heart surgery. In addition, his work 
cooling the heart with special solutions during open-heart surgery is credited with 
lowering mortality rates. 


ROBERT M. KINGDON, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Noted historian and educator Robert Kingdon °49 is considered among the most 
eminent of scholarly experts on the European Reformation. His numerous publications 
include several books, among them Geneva and the Coming of the Wars of Religion in 
France, 1555-1563 (1956); Church and Society in Reformation Europe (1985) and 
Adultery and Divorce in Calvin's Geneva (1995), From 1973 until 1997, Kingdon 
served as editor of the Sixteenth-Century Journal. He is currently at work on a study 
of the Geneva Consistory during the ministry of John Calvin. 

Kingdon has lectured throughout the world. His participation in numerous 
scholarly societies includes service on the board of directors of the Center of 
Reformation Research and the presidency of both the American Society for 
Reformation Research and the American Society of Church History. 

His honors include the Docteur és lettres, honoris causa, awarded by the 
University of Geneva, and a festschrift: Regnum, Religio, et Ratio: Essays 


JOHN J. SWEENEY, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


In 1995 John J. Sweeney challenged the established leadership of the AFL-CIO, 
running, with Richard Trumka and Linda Chavez-Thompson, on a platform that put a 
greater emphasis on organizing, on promoting women and people of color to leadership 
positions within the union movement, and on a more active political role to build a 
strong voice for working families. That year he was elected president at the federation’s 
biennial convention in New York. 

Sweeney’s first job in the labor movement was with the International Ladies’ 
Garment Workers. In 1960 he joined the Service Employees International Union 
(SEIU) and was elected its president in 1980, serving four terms. At a time when 
union membership in the United States was experiencing sharp declines, the SEIU 
was the fastest growing union, doubling its membership to 1.1 million. Innovative 
and aggressive organizing among low-paid service employees, particularly women 
and people of color, is said to account for Sweeney’s success at the SEIU. Under 
his presidency, the SEIU built broad community alliances and organized a wide 


Dr. Cross served as director of the department of surgery at St. Luke’s Hospital 
in Cleveland from 1956 to 1982, head of its division of thoracic and cardiovascular 
surgery from 1956 to 1988, and professor of surgery at Case Western Reserve 
University from 1973 to 1991. 

Among his honors and awards are the Distinguished Service Award from the 
American Heart Association, Northeast Ohio Affiliate, and the Distinguished 
Member Award from the Academy of Medicine of Cleveland. 

Dr. Cross received an A.B. in pre-medicine from Oberlin in 1942, an M.D. 
from Case Western Reserve University in 1945, and a Ph.D. in surgery from the 
University of Minnesota in 1953. His wife, Priscilla Baker Cross °43, and two of 
his five children are Oberlin graduates, and his granddaughter, Jocelyn Marie 
Jungers, will graduate from Oberlin this year.

Kingdon was a professor of history at the University of Wisconsin, Madison 
from 1965 until 1998, when he became professor emeritus. A member of the 
university's Institute for Research in the Humanities, he served as its director from 
1975 until 1987 and as Hilldale Professor from 1988 until 1998. From 1957 to 
1965 he was on the history faculty of the University of Iowa. In 1976 he was a 
Fulbright Senior Scholar at the University of Adelaide in Australia. 

Kingdon graduated summa cum laude and Phi Beta Kappa from Oberlin in 
1949. His master’s degree and his Ph.D. are from Columbia University, where he 
served as a graduate resident scholar and as a Lydig Fellow. He was a Rotary 
Foundation Fellow at the University of Geneva, Switzerland. 


range of actions and demonstrations to highlight the plight of the most 
economically insecure members of the American workforce. 

Sweeney has been a vigorous supporter of the AFL-CIO’s Organizing Institute 
(OI), set up in 1990. The OI recruits heavily from college campuses with the 
intention of training young union organizers; since its inception, nearly 30 students 
have participated in the program. Nearly two dozen Oberlin students have also 
been active in Union Summer, another AFL-CIO program. 

Sweeney is the author of America Needs a Raise: Fighting for Economic 
Security and Social Justice (Houghton-Mifflin, 1996). A graduate of Iona College, 
he holds a degree in economics. 

He lives in Washington, D.C., with his wife, Maureen, a former New York City 
schoolteacher, and their two children.
